Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  City  during  1934,  which  is  my  fifth  Annual  Report  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  It  is  not  a  survey  report  but  contains  information  on 
all  the  activities  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  is  drawn  up  in 
accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1417. 

The  Death  Rate  was  11.7  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with 
11. 8  for  England  and  Wales  and  11.9  for  London.  More  than  half  the 
deaths  in  the  City  occurred  in  persons  above  65  years  of  age. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  12.8  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with  14.8 
for  England  and  Wales  and  13.2  for  London.  It  was  higher  than  that 
for  1933  but  otherwise  was  the  lowest  recorded  in  Lincoln. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  44  per  1,000  births  as  compared  with 
59  for  England  and  Wales  and  67  for  London. 

No  cases  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  the  City  during  the  year  but 
Chickenpox  is  still  a  notifiable  Infectious  Disease  in  Lincoln.  The  total 
number  of  notified  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  was  707,  and  excluding 
Chickenpox  516,  as  compared  with  1,018  and  650  for  the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  notifications  in  respect  of  all  forms  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  was  79  as  compared  with  80  in  1933.  Efforts  were  continued  during 
the  year  to  emphasise  the  great  importance  of  early  detection  and  early 
treatment  of  patients  suffering  from  Tuberculous  Disease.  The  X-Ray 
apparatus  at  the  City  Hospital  was  again  of  great  use  in  the  diagnosis 
and  supervision  of  patients.  During  the  year,  233  X-Ray  Examinations 
were  made  as  compared  with  204  in  the  previous  year.  The  housing 
conditions  of  Tuberculous  patients  continue  to  receive  attention  and  9 
families  were  rehoused  in  new  Corporation  houses  during  1934. 

Fifty-eight  families  were  rehoused  by  the  Local  Authority  during 
1934,  in  houses  built  under  the  Housing  Act,  1930. 


During  the  year,  the  prevention  of  Maternal  Mortality  continued 
to  receive  attention  and  this  subject  is  still  having  the  careful  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee.  It  is  most  desirable 
that  all  pregnant  women  should  receive  attention  from  a  Medical  Practi¬ 
tioner  and  a  fully  qualified  Midwife  during  pregnancy  and  a  handywoman 
should  never  be  employed  as  a  Maternity  Nurse. 

A  new  Dental  Scheme  was  adopted  by  the  Council  during  1934,  and 
this  came  into  operation  in  October,  1934.  There  are  now  two  Dental 
Clinics  and  these  deal  with  all  the  patients  coming  under  the  care  of  the 
City  Council. 

The  total  number  of  unemployed  in  the  City  showed  a  marked  re¬ 
duction  from  the  number  in  1933,  but  unfortunately,  there  is  still  a  serious 
amount  of  unemployment  in  the  City  and  all  measures  that  would  assist 
in  keeping  up  the  physical  condition  of  the  community  should,  in  my 
opinion,  be  maintained. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council  for  their 
keen  interest  in  the  various  problems  put  before  them  in  connection  with 
the  health  of  the  City,  and  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  good  work  accomplished  by  the  members  of  the  staffs  of  the 
Health  Department,  City  Plospital  and  Sanatorium  and  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Department.

The  chief  industries  of  the  city  are  those  connected  witli  engineering, 
and  comprise  the  manufacture  of  engines,  boilers,  pumps,  wagons  and 
agricultural  implements.  Lincoln  is  also  an  important  market  town  and 
shopping  centre  for  the  surrounding  rural  areas. 

Unemployment. 

The  total  number  of  unemployed  in  the  City  showed  a  considerable 
reduction  as  compared  with  the  number  in  1933. 

As  regards  the  number  of  persons  receiving  Out-door  Relief  there 
was  some  reduction  in  the  number  of  Able-bodied  Persons,  but  there  was 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  Non- Able-Bodied  Persons. 

Unfortunately  there  is  still  a  large  amount  of  unemployment  and  it 
is  mainly  affecting  men  who  are  the  natural  breadwinners  in  the  home.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA. 

(1)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

There  has  been  no  change  from  the  arrangements  described  in  my 
report  for  1932. 

(2)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  Two  motor  ambulances  are  kept  at  the  City  Hospital  for 
infectious  cases. 

(b)  Two  motor  ambulances  are  kept  at  the  Central  Police  Station 
for  non-infectious  and  accident  cases,  and  these  are  available 
for  maternity  cases. 

The  ambulances  provided  were  generally  adequate,  but  there  was 
some  difficulty  experienced  in  the  removal  of  some  persons  to  the  Public 
Assistance  Institution,  but  this  matter  is  receiving  attention. 

(3)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  arrangements  with  the  Lincoln  District  Nursing  Association 
for  the  nursing  of  patients  in  their  homes  were  continued  as  in  the  pre¬ 
vious  years.  They  attend  cases  of  any  nature,  with  the  exception  of 
certain  notifiable  diseases.

The  details  of  the  arrangements  made  by  the  Council  with  the 
Association  were  described  in  my  Report  for  the  year  1932. 

During  1934,  the  Association  nursed  a  total  number  of  638  cases,  and 
284  of  these  were  nursed  free  of  charge.  The  corresponding  figures  for 
1933  were  736  and  293. 

In  addition  Home  Helps  are  employed  by  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Department,  and  their  services  were  utilised  in  48  cases. 

No  special  nurses  are  employed  for  the  nursing  of  infectious  diseases 

in  the  home. 

(4)  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

During  the  year  a  new  Dental  Scheme  was  adopted  by  the  Council 
which  came  into  operation  during  October,  1934. 

Under  this  Scheme  a  Dental  Clinic  was  established  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centre  and  a  part-time  Dentist  was  appointed  at  a  fixed  salary. 

The  Dentist  appointed  would  carry  out  the  following  work  : — 

i.  All  work  in  connection  with  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Com¬ 
mittee. 

ii.  Work  for  the  Public  Assistance  Committee. 

iii.  Work  for  V.D.  patients  under  the  Health  Committee. 

iv.  Work  for  the  Police  or  Tuberculous  patients,  or  both,  if  possible. 

Under  the  Scheme  the  Dentist  would  ask  one  of  his  partners  to  assist 
him  with  cases  requiring  gas  and  in  the  case  of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
patients,  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
would  be  responsible  for  giving  general  anaesthetics. 

The  School  Dentist  would  carry  out  all  the  work  for  school  children 
at  the  School  Clinic  as  previously  and  also  work  in  connection  with  the 
Police  and  Tuberculous  patients  if  possible. 

Two  additional  Minor  Ailment  Clinics  were  established  during  the 
year  in  connection  with  the  St.  Swithin’s  School  and  the  Skellingthorpe 
Road  School  for  the  convenience  of  the  school  children  and  also  to  relieve 
the  congestion  at  the  Central  School  Clinic.

In  addition  to  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  complicated  cases  of 
Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Influenza,  Pneumonia,  Ophthalmia  Neona¬ 
torum  and  Puerperal  Fever  are  also  admitted.  These  are  generally 
treated  in  the  Cubicle  Block  where  ten  beds  are  available. 

The  total  number  of  Lincoln  cases  of  infectious  and  other  Diseases, 
excluding  Tuberculosis,  which  were  admitted  during  the  year  was  256  ; 
of  these  179  were  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever,  and  50  were  suffering 
from  Diphtheria. 

The  deaths  from  Infectious  Diseases  numbered  5.  (2  from 

Diphtheria,  2  from  Erysipelas  and  1  from  Encephalitis  Lethargica) 

The  number  of  cases  admitted  from  Outside  Authorities  was  31 
as  compared  with  21  in  1933.  Sixteen  of  these  cases  were  Diphtheria. 

The  total  number  of  patients  admitted  as  suffering  from  Tuber¬ 
culosis  was  83. 

Full  statistics  are  attached  in  tabular  form  at  the  end  of  this 
Report. 

The  City  Hospital  is  recognised  by  the  General  Nursing  Council  as 
a  training  school  for  fever  nurses. 

There  is  now  an  efficient  X-ray  plant  at  this  Hospital  in  connection 
with  the  Tuberculosis  Scheme. 

During  the  year  it  was  decided  to  provide  adequate  heating  in  the 
Dawber  Sanatorium  as  there  was  no  heating  on  the  top  floor  of  the  building 
with  the  result  that  the  patients’  clothes  became  damp,  especially  in  the 
winter  time,  also  the  heating  provided  on  the  ground  floor  was  not 
satisfactory. 

The  work  on  the  installation  for  heating  the  whole  building  of  the 
Sanatorium  was  commenced  during  December,  1934  and  was  completed 
in  March,  1935. 

I  feel  quite  sure  that  the  improvement  in  the  heating  of  the  Sana¬ 
torium  building  will  be  beneficial  to  the  patients. 

2.  Smallpox  Hospital. 

The  Osgodby  Smallpox  Hospital,  which  is  under  the  control  of  the 
Lindsey  and  Lincoln  Joint  Smallpox  Hospital  Board,  was  available 
during  the  year  for  the  reception,  of  cases  from  Lincoln. 
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3.  City  Maternity  Home,  Newland. 

This  contains  twelve  beds.  Both  complicated  and  uncomplicated 
maternity  cases  are  admitted. 

On  the  second  floor  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  adjoining  the  City 
Maternity  Home,  live  beds  are  available  for  maternity  cases  suffering 
from  Sepsis  or  from  V.D.

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  number  of  beds  recognised  in  the  Wards 
of  the  Infirmary  produces  overcrowding  and  on  account  of  the  arrange¬ 
ment  of  the  Wards  and  the  type  of  building  it  is  difficult  to  nurse  the 
patients  adequately. 

The  whole  question  of  the  provision  of  new  hospital  accommodation 
is  receiving  the  attention  of  the  Council. 

The  accommodation  provided  for  the  Mental  Defectives  is  not  suit¬ 
able  as  it  is  not  possible  to  provide  any  degree  of  training  or  helpful 
employment  for  the  patients.

The  Hospital  is  equipped  with  an  efficient  X-Ray  Plant,  and  has 
arrangements  for  treatment  by  electricity,  heat  baths  and  massage. 

There  is  also  an  Ophthalmic  Department. 

The  new  Blocks  for  providing  further  accommodation  in  connection 
with  the  County  Hospital  were  not  ready  to  receive  patients  during  1934, 
but  I  am  informed  that  one  New  Ward  will  be  opened  during  1935. 

The  first  extension  of  the  Nurses’  Home  was  completed  during  the 
year  and  this  provides  accommodation  for  30  Nurses.  Each  Nurse  has  a 
room  to  herself. 

(6)  Local  Government  Act,  1929. 

The  details  of  the  Declaration  made  by  the  Lincoln  City  Council  in 
connection  with  the  above  Acts  were  given  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1930. 
There  were  no  important  alterations  during  the  year  1934. 

Five  members  of  the  City  Council  are  also  Members  of  the  Board  of 
Management  of  the  Voluntary  County  Hospital,  but  no  consultations  were 
found  necessary  with  the  representatives  of  the  Voluntary  Hospital  as 
required  by  Section  13  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929. 

(7)  Poor  Law  Medical  Out-door  Relief. 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  arrangements  for  administering  the 
Poor  Law  Medical  Out-Door  Relief  during  the  year,  but  consideration  is 
being  given  by  the  Public  Assistance  Committee  with  a  view  to  establishing 
a  Panel  of  Doctors  so  that  the  patients  requiring  Out-Door  Relief  may 
have  a  free  choice  of  their  Doctor. 

The  present  District  Medical  Officers’  duties  are  also  being  reviewed. 

(8)  Institutional  Provision  for  the  Care  of  Mental  Defectives. 

I  am  informed  that  Harmston  Hall  which  was  bought  by  the  Joint 
Board  representing  the  two  County  Boroughs  and  three  County  Areas 
of  Lincolnshire  will  be  ready  to  receive  250  Mental  Defectives  during  the 
early  part  of  1935. 

The  Burton  Road  Institution  is  recognised  by  the  Board  of  Control 
for  the  reception  of  10  male  adults  and  10  female  adults,  but  is  not  ap¬ 
proved  for  the  reception  of  children.  Moreover,  the  accommodation 
provided  for  Mental  Defectives  is  not  suitable  as  it  is  not  possible  to  pro¬ 
vide  any  degree  of  training  or  helpful  employment  for  the  patients. 
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It  is  hoped  to  transfer  all  Mental  Defectives  to  Harmston  Hall  in  the 
near  future. 

Other  Outside  Institutions  have  been  used  whenever  possible  for  the 
care  of  Mental  Defectives  from  the  City. 

Details  of  the  work  carried  out  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts, 
1913  and  1927  are  given  on  pages  33  and  34. 

(9)  Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. 

Midwives  and  Maternity  Homes  Act,  1926  (Part  II.),  and  Nursing

•Unmarried  mothers  are  received  for  the  first  conrinement  into  the 
City  Maternity  Home. 

During  the  year  the  Public  Assistance  Committee  provided  new 
Homes  for  40  children  between  the  ages  of  3  and  14  years. 

The  accommodation  is  provided  in  two  blocks  and  each  block  con¬ 
sists  of  two  separate  Homes  for  10  children  with  one  foster-mother  in 
charge  of  each  Home,  but  there  are  communicating  doors  between  the 
two  Idomes  in  each  block  which  can  be  used  in  cases  of  emergency. 

The  new  Homes  were  in  use  during  June,  1934. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  new  Homes  the  use  of  the  Saxon  Street  Home 
for  girls  and  Long  Leys  Road  Home  for  boys  has  been  discontinued. 

The  Scothern  Home  for  boys  provides  accommodation  for  30  children 
and  is  situated  outside  the  City  and  is  still  in  use,  but  it  is  intended  to 
provide  new  accommodation  so  that  all  the  children  under  the  Public 
Assistance  Committee  could  reside  within  the  City. 

The  St.  Hugh's  Home  for  Boys  is  provided  by  the  Waifs  and  Strays 
Society,  and  has  accommodation  for  40  boys  between  the  ages  of  5  to 
16  years. 

Meteorology. 

The  Meteorological  Station  is  situated  in  the  grounds  of  the  Health 
Department  in  Beaumont  Fee.  The  site  is  48  feet  above  sea  level. 
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The  total  amount  of  rain  during  the  year  amounted  to  21.03  inches, 
as  compared  with  22.29  inches  in  1933.  More  rain  fell  in  April  and  Decem¬ 
ber  than  in  any  of  the  other  months  of  the  year.  June  was  the  driest 
month. 

The  highest  reading  of  the  maximum  thermometer  was  87°  on  the 
nth  July,  and  the  lowest  reading  of  the  minimum  thermometer  was  250 
on  the  1st  November. 

The  four  warmest  months  of  the  year  were  June,  July,  August  and 
September,  and  the  coldest  month  of  the  year  was  February  (Appendices 
1  and  2).  There  are  no  instruments  for  recording  the  amount  of  sun¬ 
shine. 

Legislation  in  Force. 

The  details  of  the  legislation  in  force  in  Lincoln  up  to  the  end  of  the 
year  1931  were  given  in  my  report  for  that  year. 

Bye-laws  were  made  by  the  Council  during  1932  with  regard  to  the 
operation  of  wireless  loud  speakers,  etc.,  in  public  places. 

Sections  25  and  26  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925  (Part  II)  came  into 
force  on  the  1st  October,  1933. 

There  was  no  new  Legislation  during  1934. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population. 

According  to  the  Census  Returns  during  1931  the  population  was 
66,243.  This  showed  an  increase  of  201  over  the  Census  Returns  in  1921. 
The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  of  Lincoln 
for  1934  is  64,600,  as  compared  with  65,320  for  1933. 

Marriages. 

The  number  of  marriages  solemnised  in  Lincoln  was  626,  being  56 
more  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  marriage  rate  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population  was  9.7  as  compared  with  S.5  for  England  and 
Wales.

Births. 

The  total  births  registered  was  909,  but  the  Net  Births  were  only 
824.  This  number  is  less  than  that  of  any  of  the  previous  ten  years, 
except  1933  and  the  Birth-Rate  (12.8)  is  the  second  lowest  of  any  year  in 
the  last  decennium.  56  births  were  illegitimate.  The  largest  number  of 
births  occurred  in  the  Minster  Ward,  but  the  highest  Birth-Rate  was  in 
the  Park  Ward  (14.7). 
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The  number  of  net  births  for  the  last  ten  years  is  given  in  Appendix  3. 

92  babies  were  born  in  Lincoln  of  persons  ordinarily  resident  outside 
the  City  and  7  babies  were  born  outside  the  City  of  persons  ordinarily 
resident  within  the  City. 

Still-Births. 

The  total  still-births  registered  numbered  34,  and  the  nett  still¬ 
births  were  25. 

Deaths. 

The  nett  deaths  for  the  City  during  1934  numbered  784. 

Using  the  comparabilit}/  factor  for  Lincoln  given  by  the  Registrar 
General  the  death  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  11.7  for  1934. 
This  is  slightly  less  than  the  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  and  Lon¬ 
don. 

More  than  half  the  deaths  in  the  City  occurred  in  persons  above  65 
years  of  age. 

The  highest  death  rate  occurred  in  the  Park  Ward  and  the  lowest  in 
the  Foss  and  Abbey  Wards. 

36  persons  ordinarily  resident  within  the  City  died  elsewhere,  and 
1 17  persons  belonging  to  other  districts  died  in  Lincoln. 


Infant  Mortality. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age  were  36,  giving  an  infant 
death  rate  of  44  per  1,000  births.  A  graph  is  appended  on  page  19 
shewing  the  oscillation  of  the  rate  since  1915,  and  the  deaths  for  1934 
are  analysed  in  Appendix  7. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  44  per  1,000  was  lower  than  that 
for  England  and  Wales  and  that  of  London. 

Causes  of  Death. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Organic  Heart  Disease  (173  deaths), 

Cancer  (121  deaths).  Senility  (80  deaths),  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  (45 
deaths)  and  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (42  deaths). 

Organic  Heart  Disease  was  the  greatest  single  cause  of  death,  being 
responsible  for  22.1  %  of  the  total  deaths. 

Appendices  3  to  7  give  full  details  of  the  vital  statistics  of  the  City 
including  birth  and  death  rates  for  the  last  10  years,  infant  mortality 
for  the  last  10  years,  births  and  deaths  as  they  occurred  in  the  wards, 
causes  of  and  ages  at  death,  deaths  of  infants  from  stated  causes  at  various 
ages  under  1  year,  and  infant  deaths  as  they  occurred  in  the  wards.

Compulsory  notification  of  Chickenpox  has  been  continued  in  Lincoln 
since  1927,  and  is  still  in  force.  192  notifications  were  received  during 
1934  in  connection  with  this  Disease.  Taking  this  into  account  the  other 
Notifiable  Diseases  numbered  516  during  the  year. 

Appendix  8  gives  the  yearly  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  for 
the  last  20  years. 

The  investigation  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  is  carried  out  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  the  investigation  of  non-notifiable  infectious 
diseases  in  children  by  the  School  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  this  disease  during  1934  was  260  as 
compared  with  303  in  the  previous  year.  The  major  portion  of  notifi¬ 
cations  was  received  in  the  first  five  months  of  the  year.  The  type  of  the 
Disease  was  mainly  mild. 

Out  of  the  260  cases,  179  were  removed  to  hospital  for  isolation  and 
treatment,  and  81  were  isolated  and  treated  at  home. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  this  cause.

Diphtheria. 

52  cases  were  reported  during  1934  as  compared  with  106  in  1933. 
The  number  of  cases  removed  to  hospital  was  50,  and  2  were  isolated 
and  nursed  in  their  own  homes. 

The  practice  of  issuing  free  supplies  of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  to 
Medical  Practitioners  was  continued  during  the  year  and  9  phials  of  4,000 
units  each  and  9  phials  of  8,000  units  each  were  obtained  by  the  various 
Medical  Practitioners  in  the  City. 

Full  co-operation  between  the  School  Medical  Staff  and  the  Public 
Health  Department  in  the  control  of  Infectious  Diseases  was  maintained 
and  all  intimations  from  the  schools  were  investigated  and  the  services 
of  the  School  Nurses  were  utilised  in  the  swabbing  of  contacts  and  in 
taking  other  administrative  action  in  checking  the  spread  of  this  Disease 
in  the  schools. 
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The  bacteriological  examination  of  throat  swabs  for  the  presence  of 
Diphtheria  Bacilli  was  carried  out  in  the  Laboratory  of  the  City  Health 
Department,  and  in  a  few  cases  swabs  were  sent  to  the  Nottingham 
Laboratory  with  a  view  to  deciding  the  virulence  or  otherwise  of  the 
Diphtheria  Bacilli. 

Two  deaths  were  reported  as  due  to  Diphtheria  during  1934  and 
their  ages  were  6  years  and  8  years  respectively. 

No  Clinic  for  the  artificial  immunization  against  Diphtheria  was 
established  in  Lincoln  during  1934.

Erysipelas. 

23  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  13  in  1933,  and  6  cases  were 
removed  to  the  City  Hospital  for  treatment.  One  case  was  found  to  be 
suffering  from  Erysipelas  at  the  County  Hospital  and  was  removed  to  the 
City  Hospital. 

There  were  2  deaths  from  this  cause. 

Enteric  Fever. 

Three  cases  of  Para-typhoid  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year 
and  they  were  all  admitted  to  the  City  Hospital  for  treatment. 

On  investigation,  it  was  found  that  all  the  cases  probably  contracted 
the  infection  outside  Lincoln. 

It  was  of  interest  to  note  that  all  the  three  patients  had  visited  the 
same  area  at  about  the  same  time.  Full  information  was  given  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Outside  Authority  to  enable  him  to 
make  a  complete  investigation. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  this  cause.

Pneumonia. 

76  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified  during  1934  as  compared  with 
125  in  1933. 

15  cases  occurred  in  children  under  5  years  of  age  ;  9  in  children  be¬ 
tween  the  ages  of  5  and  15  years  of  age  and  the  remainder  in  adults. 

11  cases  were  admitted  for  treatment  to  the  City  Hospital,  and  3 
received  in-patient  treatment  in  other  hospitals. 

The  deaths  attributed  to  this  cause  numbered  28.

Smallpox. 

No  case  of  Smallpox  was  notified  during  1934. 

The  Osgodby  Smallpox  Hospital  was  available  for  the  treatment  of 
cases  suffering  from  Smallpox  during  the  year. 

Compulsory  notification  of  Chickenpox  is  still  in  force  in  Lincoln. 
There  have  been  no  notifications  of  smallpox  during  the  last  five 
years. 

Vaccination  Statistics  for  the  Year  1934. 

In  a  total  of  909  births  registered  in  Lincoln,  195  were  successfully 
vaccinated,  and  660  were  exempted  on  grounds  of  conscientious 
objections  on  the  part  of  the  parents. 

21.5%  were  vaccinated  in  the  year  as  compared  with  24.3%  in  1933. 
No  vaccinations  were  performed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  Leputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  the  year. 

Chickenpox. 

In  addition  to  192  notifications  of  Chickenpox  by  medical  practi¬ 
tioners,  a  certain  number  was  discovered  by  the  nursing  staffs  of  the  Child 
Welfare  and  School  Medical  Departments. 
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The  largest  percentage  (57%)  of  cases  occurred  in  children  between 
the  ages  of  5  and  10  years. 

No  deaths  occurred  from  Chickenpox.

Non-notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. 

Measles. 

394  cases  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department 
during  the  year.  The  majority  of  the  cases  were  reported  by  School 
Teachers  or  discovered  by  the  School  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors  during 
the  course  of  their  ordinary  duties. 

One  death  was  certified  as  due  to  this  Disease. 

Measles  is  sometimes  considered  an  ordinary  complaint  of  children, 
but  it  ought  to  be  more  realised  that  great  care  is  necessary  in  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  children  suffering  from  Measles  on  account  of  the  serious  after¬ 
effects  that  may  occur. 

Mumps. 

10  cases  were  reported  as  against  10  during  1933,  through  the 
medium  of  the  schools. 

No  deaths  were  certified  as  due  to  this  cause. 

Whooping  Cough. 

266  cases  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Health  Department  during 
the  year  and  these  were  discovered  by  the  Health  Visitors  or  School 
Nurses  in  the  course  of  their  home  visits. 

Four  deaths  were  reported  from  this  cause. 

Influenza. 

The  deaths  directly  attributed  to  Influenza  were  9,  as  compared 
with  36  in  1933. 

Disinfections. 

The  arrangements  for  disinfecting  houses  where  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  have  occurred  were  described  in  my  Report  for  1932,  and  there 
has  been  no  change  in  the  methods  adopted.  A  detailed  statement  of 
the  disinfections  carried  out  during  1934  is  given  in  Appendix  13. 

Cleansing  of  Persons. 

Part  IV.  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  came  into  operation  in 
Lincoln  in  June,  1930,  and  gives  additional  powers  to  deal  with  verminous 
persons  and  premises.  At  present,  the  only  method  of  dealing  with  such 
persons  is  to  admit  them  to  the  Poor  Law  Institution  to  be  cleansed. 

Bacteriological  Work. 

The  routine  work  of  the  Laboratory  included  the  examination  by  the 
incubation  method  of  2239  swabs  for  the  detection  of  the  Diphtheria 
bacillus,  the  examination  of  454  specimens  of  expectoration  for  the 
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presence  of  the  Bacillus  of  Tuberculosis,  6  specimens  of  hair  from  the 
heads  of  children  for  the  presence  of  the  causal  organism  of  Ringworm, 
and  85  specimens  of  urine. 

In  addition  ion  smears  for  the  detection  of  the  infecting  organism  of 
Gonorrhoea  were  examined  in  the  Laboratory,  chiefly  in  connection  with 
the  Clinics  for  Venereal  Diseases. 

541  tests  were  made  in  the  Grimsby  Laboratory  for  the  Wassermann 
Reaction  of  Syphilis.  323  of  these  were  in  connection  with  the  Venereal 
Clinics.  86  were  for  other  institutions  in  the  City,  and  132  for  private 
medical  practitioners.  (Appendix  14). 


Cancer. 


The  deaths  from  Cancer  have  shown  an  increase  in  the  year 
under  review,  being  12 1  (69  males  and  52  females)  as  compared  with 
86  in  1933,  and  are  the  highest  recorded  in  the  last  20  years. 

Over  79%  of  the  deaths  from  cancer  were  in  persons  over  55  years 
of  age,  and  only  1  death  from  this  cause  was  in  persons  under  35  years 
of  age,  the  patient  being  a  man  aged  32  years. 

The  commonest  site  of  cancer  was  the  alimentary  tract.  The  food 
passages  and  abdominal  organs  were  the  sites  of  cancer  in  68  of  the  fatal 
cases.  Cancer  of  the  stomach  was  more  common  in  men  than  in  women. 
11  women  died  of  cancer  of  the  breast,  and  12  women  from  cancer  of  the 
reproductive  and  genital  organs.

Cancer  Deaths  1915-1934. 
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Year 
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From  the  above  classification  it  does  not  appear  that  any  special 
industry  has  a  special  predisposing  influence  on  the  occurrence  of 
malignant  disease  in  the  City. 

Investigations  were  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  1136.  58  cases  were  investigated  during  the  year. 

The  activities  of  the  Lincolnshire  Council  in  conjunction  with  the 
British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign,  which  was  formed  in  November,  1931, 
were  continued  during  1934. 

During  the  year  no  cases  were  treated  by  radium  at  the  County 
Hospital. 

A  graph  is  appended  on  page  25  showing  the  Cancer  Death  Rates 
since  1915. 


Prevention  of  Blindness. 

The  arrangements  existing  for  the  prevention  of  blindness  were  the 
same  as  described  in  my  report  for  1933.  There  were  no  special  develop¬ 
ments  during  the  year,  but  consideration  was  being  given  by  the  Council 
to  the  question  of  taking  over  all  their  statutory  duties  and  with  this 
in  view  a  special  Blind  Persons  Sub-Committee  was  constituted.  Their 
first  meeting  was  held  on  5th  April,  1934. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  situated  in  the  Health  Department 
at  Beaumont  Fee.  Three  Clinics  are  held  each  week. 

Adults  each  week,  Tuesday  5.0  p.m. — 7.0  p.m.,  and 

Friday  5.0  p.m. — 7.0  p.m. 

Children  each  week,  Tuesday  9.30  a.m. — 12.0  noon. 

Consultation  and  Domiciliary  Visits  are  paid  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Officers  in  addition  to  the  examination  and  supervision  of  the  patients 
carried  out  at  the  Clinic. 

The  importance  of  early  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  tuberculous 
patients  should  be  more  realised.  It  is  well  known  that  where  the  diag¬ 
nosis  of  tuberculosis  is  obvious  the  chances  of  recovery  are  slight  and 
when  the  diagnosis  is  difficult,  as  in  early  cases,  the  chances  of  recovery 
are  very  good. 

The  early  examination  of  sputum  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli 
in  all  doubtful!  cases  is  of  great  help.  Samples  of  sputum  for  this  purpose 
are  examined  at  the  City  Health  Department  Laboratory,  and  during  the 
year  454  samples  were  thus  examined. 

Additional  efforts  should  be  continued  to  encourage  the  seeking  of 
early  medical  advice  by  the  patients. 
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The  X-Ray  apparatus  has  been  most  helpful  in  the  differential  diag¬ 
nosis  of  diseases  of  the  chest.  223  examinations  were  made  during  the  year. 

There  are  two  tuberculosis  nurses  employed  for  paying  home  visits, 
and  for  the  following  up  of  cases.  The  patients  are  taught  as  regards  the 
methods  of  safeguarding  against  the  spread  of  infection,  to  record  their 
temperatures  if  necessary,  the  disinfection  of  sputum  and  discharges, 
and  the  value  of  rest  and  fresh  air  in  the  treatment  of  their  complaint. 

Extra  nourishment,  such  as  milk  and  eggs,  is  provided  through  the 
Health  and  the  Public  Assistance  Committees,  and  open  air  shelters 
are  provided  by  the  Health  Department  in  suitable  cases. 

The  patients  seen  at  the  Clinic  are  those  who  are  sent  by  the  Town 
Doctors  for  a  diagnosis  or  are  notified  as  suffering  from  Tuberculosis. 
They  are  all  kept  under  supervision  and  the  necessary  treatment  by  their 
own  doctors  or  admission  to  the  Sanatorium  or  Orthopaedic  Hospital 
is  arranged  through  the  Clinic.  In  addition,  they  are  periodically 
examined  with  a  view  to  ascertain  their  progress. 

Contacts  of  all  actual  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  also  encouraged  to 
get  examined  at  the  Clinic. 

The  City  Hospital  and  Dawber  Sanatorium  is  available  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  patients  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  In  addition 
suitable  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  cases  suspected  to  be 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis  are  admitted. 

X-Ray  examinations  and  treatment  by  Artificial  Pneumo-thorax  are 
carried  out  at  this  Hospital  and  the  Blood  Sedimentation  Test  is  utilised 
in  observing  the  progress  of  the  patients. 

Patients  requiring  orthopaedic  treatment  are  referred  to  the  Ortho¬ 
paedic  Clinic,  and  if  requiring  in-patient  treatment  are  sent  to  the  County 
Hospital  or  an  outside  Orthopaedic  Hospital. 


Notification  of  Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  79  primary  notifications  were  received.  Of  these 
53  were  pulmonary  and  26  non-pulmonary.

At  the  end  of  the  year,  105  males  and  93  females  suffering  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  63  males  and  7°  females  suffering  from 
N on-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  making  a  total  of  331  persons,  were  on 
the  register  of  notifications. 
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The  Work  of  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  269  persons  were  on  the  Dispensary  Register 
as  compared  with  288  at  the  end  of  1933. 

The  total  attendances  at  the  Clinic  during  the  year  were  1,207. 

The  Tuberculosis  Officers  paid  100  visits  to  patients’  homes  and  the 
Medical  Practitioners  consulted  the  Tuberculosis  Officers  on  165  occasions. 

The  Tuberculosis  Nurses  made  4,804  visits  to  the  homes  of  tuber¬ 
cular  patients. 

The  total  number  of  new  cases  examined  at  the  Dispensary  was  228 
as  compared  with  201  in  1933.  Of  these  59  were  examined  on  account 
of  their  having  been  in  contact  with  a  tuberculous  patient  and  7  had  come 
into  Lincoln  from  an  Outside  Area.  Out  of  the  59  contacts  examined 
none  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  the  disease,  but  2  were  still  under 
observation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


Mortality  from  Tuberculosis. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  from  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis  numbered  41,  out  of  which  26  were  males  and  15  females. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
numbered  5. 

In  three  cases  death  was  certified  as  due  to  Tuberculosis  in  persons 
who  had  not  been  notified  as  suffering  from  the  Disease. 

Of  the  41  cases  who  died  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  19  had  died 
within  12  months  of  the  date  of  notification  ;  5  lived  from  1  to  2  years 
after  notification  ;  2  from  2  to  3  years  ;  9  from  3  to  5  years  ;  1  from  5  to 
7  years  and  4  over  7  years. 


Occupation  and  Tuberculosis. 

An  analysis  of  the  persons  who  died  from  Tuberculosis  is  given  in  the 
attached  appendix  and  shows  that  no  special  trade  or  occupation  was 
responsible  for  an  excessive  death-rate  from  this  disease. 

Sleeping  accommodation  of  notified  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

Of  the  62  cases  of  Tuberculosis  which  were  investigated  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Nurses  it  was  found  that  in  23  cases  the  patient  occupied 
a  bed  in  common  with  another  person,  but  as  the  result  of  visits  by  the 
Nurses  it  was  possible  to  reduce  this  number  to  15.  The  classification  of 
the  sleeping  accommodation  is  given  in  Appendix  30. 

I  should  like  to  emphasise  that  it  is  most  desirable  that  all  patients 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis  should  have  a  separate  bed  and  a  separate 
bedroom.

Institutional  Treatment  of  Tubercular  Patients. 

During  the  year  83  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Lincoln  Sanatorium 
and  28  were  sent  to  Hospitals  elsewhere.  Out  of  the  83  cases,  27  were 
admitted  to  the  Lincoln  Sanatorium  for  further  observation,  and  of  these 
5  were  found  to  be  definitely  tubercular,  19  were  found  to  be  not  tuber¬ 
cular  and  3  were  still  under  observation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  under  review,  43  patients  were  undergoing 
treatment  at  the  Lincoln  Sanatorium,  5  were  in  Manfield  Orthopaedic 
Hospital,  2  in  Papworth  Village  Settlement,  and  1  in  Harlow  Wood 
Orthopaedic  Hospital. 


Dental  Treatment  of  Tubercular  Patients. 

The  arrangement  with  the  Education  Committee  for  the  dental 
treatment  of  Tubercular  patients  who  are  unable  to  obtain  this  through 
their  National  Health  Insurance  Societies  is  being  continued  and  this 
work  is  being  carried  out  by  the  School  Dental  Officer. 

The  numbers  dealt  with  during  1934  were  19  adults  and  1  child, 
making  127  attendances.  The  work  of  the  Dentist  in  connection  with

Crippling  Defects  due  to  Tuberculosis. 

The  functions  of  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  include  the  treatment  of 
persons  of  all  ages  crippled  as  the  result  of  Tuberculosis.  In  the  year 
under  review  9  adults  and  19  children  who  were  suffering  from  deformities 
consequent  on  tuberculous  disease  of  the  bones  or  joints,  were  treated 
at  this  Clinic. 

The  total  attendances  made  at  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  were  232. 

Patients  requiring  in-patient  treatment  are  sent  to  the  County 
Hospital  or  to  Orthopaedic  Hospitals  outside  the  City. 

During  the  year  3  cases  were  sent  to  Manfield  Orthopaedic  Hospital, 
Northampton  and  2  cases  to  Harlow  Wood  Orthopaedic  Hospital. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  6  cases  were  still  undergoing  treatment  at 
Manfield  Orthopaedic  Hospital  and  1  at  Harlow  Wood. 
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Light  Treatment. 

Patients  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  and  requiring  Light  Treatment 
attended  the  Light  Clinic  situated  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre. 

During  the  year  15  cases  were  referred  for  treatment  and  the  classi¬ 
fication  was  as  follows  : —

The  total  number  of  patients  who  attended  the  Light  Clinic  in  1934 
was  36  and  they  made  1,379  attendances. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  23  cases  were  receiving  treatment. 

In  most  cases  there  was  definite  improvement,  but  the  results  of  the 
treatment  are  being  carefully  watched. 

The  Nursing  of  Tubercular  Persons  in  their  Homes. 

This  is  carried  out  by  the  Lincoln  District  Nursing  Association. 
The  City  Council  pays  the  Nursing  Association  the  sum  of  £65  annually 
for  the  services  of  the  district  nurses.  During  1934  the  total  number 
of  home-nursing  visits  paid  to  tubercular  persons  by  the  Association’s 
Nurses  was  1,617  as  compared  with  934  in  the  previous  year. 

After-Care  of  Tubercular  Persons. 

Extra  nourishment,  chiefly  in  the  form  of  milk  and  eggs,  is  supplied 
to  adults  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  by  the  Health  Committee,  or, 
if  the  patient  is  in  receipt  of  Poor  Relief,  from  the  Poor  Law  Authorities. 
Tuberculous  school  children  receive  milk,  cod  liver  oil,  etc.,  through  the 
medium  of  the  Children’s  Care  Committee. 

In  some  cases  suitable  light  open-air  employment  is  provided  for 
Tuberculosis  ex-Sanatorium  patients  through  the  different  undertakings 
of  the  Corporation.  At  the  end  of  the  year  five  patients  were  employed 
as  Car  Park  Attendants  and  two  as  Gardeners. 

During  1933  it  was  decided  to  provide  educational  facilities  for 
children  undergoing  treatment  in  the  Sanatorium.  A  teacher  was 
appointed  at  the  end  of  that  year,  and  she  commenced  duties  in  January, 
1934- 

At  the  end  of  the  year  two  patients  were  in  Papworth  Village 
Settlement  as  Colonists.

Intermediate  treatment  for  male  patients  is  given  daily  between 
12  and  1  p.m.  and  6  and  7  p.m.

Dental  treatment  can  now  be  provided  at  the  new  dental  clinic  at 
the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  which  was  established  during  1934. 

Venereal  Diseases  cases  from  outside  areas  are  also  treated. 


The  total  number  of  new  cases  of  definite  Venereal  Disease  domiciled 
in  Lincoln  who  came  under  treatment  for  the  first  time  during  1934  at 
all  three  Clinics  was  47.  This  represents  an  incidence  rate  of  0.7  per 
1,000  of  the  population  as  compared  with  1.0  per  1,000  in  the  previous 
year.

At  the  beginning  of  1934  there  were  67  males  and  42  females  under 
treatment  for  syphilis  ;  70  males  and  29  females  under  treatment  for 
gonorrhoea ;  and  no  males  and  3  females  for  conditions  other  than  Venereal. 

The  male  patients  at  the  Venereal  Clinics  made  4,831  attendances 
and  female  patients  2,624  attendances.  2,075  of  the  male  attendances 
and  1,764  of  the  female  attendances  were  for  individual  attention  by  the 
Medical  Officer.  For  intermediate  treatment  by  the  venereal  diseases 
orderly  or  nurse,  males  made  2,756  and  females  860  attendances. 


The  total  number  of  patients  attending  from  all  outside  areas  was 
70  and  these  made  2,459  attendances. 

On  account  of  the  prolonged  treatment  required  thoroughly  to  eradi¬ 
cate  venereal  disease  from  a  person’s  system,  patients  sometimes  fail  to 
complete  treatment,  and  do  not  fully  realise  the  serious  after-effects 
which  may  develop,  perhaps  years  later. 

There  is  no  recognised  in-patient  accommodation  for  male  patients. 

One  case  was  sent  for  in-patient  treatment  to  the  Burton  Road 
Hospital  and  one  case  received  in-patient  treatment  at  the  Infant  Wel¬ 
fare  Centre. 

The  Special  Treatment  Clinic,  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  Newland. 

The  object  of  this  clinic  is  to  allow  mothers,  who  are  pregnant  or 
have  recently  been  confined,  and  who  may  be  suffering  from  venereal 
disease  to  receive  treatment  without  having  to  attend  a  clinic  which  is 
specifically  for  the  purpose  of  treating  venereal  disease.  The  treatment 
is  given  in  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre. 

10  women  suffering  from  syphilis  and  13  suffering  from  gonorrhoea 
were  under  treatment  at  this  Clinic  at  the  beginning  of  1934.  During 
the  year  1  case  of  syphilis,  2  cases  of  gonorrhoea,  and  also  117  women 
suffering  from  conditions  other  than  Venereal  came  under  treatment 
for  the  first  time.  20  patients  from  outside  areas  made  51  attendances 
during  the  year.  Full  statistics  are  given  in  Appendix  53. 


Pathological  Examinations  carried  out  in  connection  with  the  Venereal 
Disease  Clinics  : — 

1,017  smears  were  examined  for  the  detection  of  the  causal 
organisms  of  gonorrhoea,  351  blood  samples  were  examined  for  the 
Wassermann  Reaction,  283  blood  samples  were  examined  for  the  com¬ 
plement  fixation  test  for  gonorrhoea  and  five  samples  were  examined  for 
the  presence  of  spirochaetes. 

The  Wassermann  Test  for  syphilis  and  the  complement  fixation 
test  for  gonorrhoea  are  carried  out  at  the  Grimsby  Public  Health 
Laboratory. 

Free  Supply  of  Arsenobenzol  Compounds. 

11  requests  for  such  supplies  were  received  during  the  year  and  165 
doses  were  issued.  Of  this  latter  number,  107  doses  were  for  use  in  the 
County  Hospital. 

Venereal  Diseases  Act,  1917. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  Section  1  of  this  Act, 
which  prohibits  the  treatment  of  Venereal  diseases  by  anyone  who  is  not 
a  registered  medical  practitioner. 
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MENTAL  DEFICIENCY  ACTS,  1913-1927. 


These  Acts  were  administered  during  1934  by  a  Statutory  Committee 
of  the  City  Council  and  a  Voluntary  Association  for  Mental  Welfare. 


During  the  year  the  Statutory  Committee  of  the  Council  decided  to 
take  over  the  administration  of  all  their  statutory  powers  and  duties. 
This  Committee  held  six  meetings  during  1934,  the  first  being  on  nth 
January,  1934.

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Committee 
for  the  Care  of  the  Mentally  Defective,  and  during  1934,  carried  out  32 
examinations  in  connection  with  mental  deficiency. 


WATER. 

The  water  supply  of  the  city  is  derived  from  bore-holes  at  Elkesley, 
Nottinghamshire,  about  2?  miles  due  west  and  is  pumped  to  a  storage 
reservoir  on  the  outskirts  of  the  City. 

During  November,  1933,  samples  taken  at  the  Elkesley  Pumping 
Station  showed  indications  of  slight  contamination  of  the  water  and  early 
in  December,  1933,  it  was  decided  to  chlorinate  the  water  from  Elkesley. 
The  chlorination  was  continued  during  1934,  and  the  dose  of  chlorine 
used  varied  from  0.1  to  0.3  parts  per  million. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  chlorination  was  still  being  continued  and  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  it  should  be  continued  until  the  original  supply 
proves  satisfactory  on  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations. 

Samples  of  the  water  supply  in  different  parts  of  the  City  were 
examined  at  frequent  intervals  to'  watch  the  quality  of  the  water. 
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The  water  supply  in  the  City  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity  during  the  year,  but  careful  observation  is  still  necessary. 

The  average  daily  consumption  during  1934-35  was  1,926,400  gallons 
and  the  average  consumption  per  head  per  day  for  all  purposes  was 
27.42  gallons. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

These  include  the  River  Witham,  the  Foss  Dyke,  and  several 
smaller  dykes. 

There  are  still  several  houseboats  on  these  waterways  and  the 
sanitation  generally  in  connection  with  these  houseboats  is  very 
unsatisfactory.  Some  of  the  houseboats  have  been  demolished  under 
the  Housing  Act,  1930,  but  so  far  it  has  not  been  found  possible  to  deal 
with  all  of  them. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  during  the  year  1934  in  the  methods 
of  dealing  with  drainage  and  sewerage,  which  have  been  found 
satisfactory. 

939  yards  of  new  sewers  were  laid  during  the  year. 

The  full  scheme  was  described  in  the  annual  report  for  1925. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  method  of  collecting  dry  house  refuse  and  the  method  of 
collecting  refuse  from  earth  closets  and  privies  are  as  described  in  my 
annual  report  for  1931,  and  there1  has  been  no  alteration. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  house  refuse  is  dealt  with  at  the  Refuse 
Destructor,  .the  dust  and  old  tins  and  other  metals  being  extracted  and 
the  residue  incinerated.  The  other  portion  of  the  refuse  is  tipped. 

The  refuse  from  earth  closets  and  privies  is  spread  on  suitable 
agricultural  land. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  when  required  and  the  cost  of  this  work 
charged  to  the  owners  of  the  respective  properties.  This  refuse  is  also 
spread  on  suitable  land. 

I4»I93  loads  of  house  refuse  were  collected  in  1934,  1018  being 
tipped  and  13,175  taken  to  the  Refuse  Destructor  and  dealt  with  as 
stated  above.

column  (g).  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  accommodation  had  to  be 
provided  for  70  persons  displaced  from  22  houses  dealt  with  under 
Part  II.  of  the  Act  during  1933  and  not  provided  for  in  that  year’s 
programme. 

58  families  were  re-housed  during  1934  by  the  Local  Authority,  and 
the  re-housing  of  these  tenants  was  supervised  by  the  Health  Department. 

The  full  details  of  the  scheme  for  re-housing  tenants  and  the  special 
scale  of  rebates  from  rents  in  operation  was  described  in  my  report 
for  1931. 

The  statistics  concerning  the  work  carried  out  in  connection  with  the 
housing  conditions  in  the  City  are  included  in  Appendix  37. 

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  SCHOOLS.  . 

My  report  as  School  Medical  Officer  deals  with  the  sanitary  con¬ 
ditions  of  schools  in  the  City  and  action  taken  in  relation  to  the  health 
of  the  scholars  and  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

The  monthly  issue  of  the  Better  Health  Magazine,  which  is  dis¬ 
tributed  free,  was  continued  during  the  year.  An  article  on  health 
matters  was  published  monthly  in  its  pages  by  a  member  of  the  Medical 
or  other  staff. 

Propaganda  by  the  distribution  of  leaflets  supplied  by  various 
Health  organisations  was  carried  out.  Health  propaganda  posters  were 
displayed  on  the  frames  formerly  belonging  to  the  Empire  Marketing 
Board. 

NUTRITION. 

The  Medical  and  Nursing  Staffs  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department,  School  Medical  Service,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Department,  etc.,  take  the  opportunity  to  advise  the  patients  and 
families  with  whom  they  come  in  contact  as  regards  the  value  of  different 
foods.  This  dissemination  of  knowledge  is  carried  out  in  connection  with 
their  routine  duties. 
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In  schools  one  third  pint  of  milk  in  the  morning  is  being  consumed  by 
a  large  number  of  school  children.  A  general  survey  of  the  nutritional 
condition  of  scholars  in  public  elementary  schools  was  made  by  the 
Assistant  School  Medical  Officer  during  the  year,  and  close  co-operation 
between  the  School  Medical  Staff  and  the  Teachers  is  being  maintained 
to  keep  a  careful  watch  on  the  nutritional  condition  of  school  children. 


SANITARY  STAFF. 

I  he  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  other  Inspectors  are 
responsible  for  the  work  carried  out  under  the  various  Public  Health 
Acts  and  the  following'  other  Acts  and  Regulations  : — -

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  was  a  staff  of  four  Sanitary 
Inspectors  including  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  but  an  additional 
Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  was  appointed  in  July,  1934,  and  commenced 
duties  in  September  of  the  same  year.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  consisted  of  the  Mayor* 
nine  Members  of  the  Council  and  four  co-opted  Lady  Members.  The  names 
of  the  Members  of  the  Committee  and  the  Officials  of  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Department  are  given  in  the  front  of  this  Report. 


Notification  of  Births  Act,  1915. 

This  Act  requires  that  all  births  should  be  notified  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  within  36  hours  of  their  occurrence.  During  1934, 
891  births  were  notified.  56  notices  were  sent  out  requesting  notification 
in  cases  where  it  was  known  that  a  birth  had  taken  place  and  no  notifi¬ 
cation  had  been  received  within  the  specified  time.  129  of  these  notifi¬ 
cations  were  made  by  doctors,  707  by  midwives,  108  by  parents  and  3 
by  the  Registrar. 

Of  the  833  babies  visited  for  the  first  time  by  the  Health  Visitors, 
it  was  found  that  641  were  being  breast  fed,  170  bottle  fed,  and  22  partially 
breast  and  partially  bottle  fed. 

I  should  like  to  emphasise  that  mothers’  milk  is  the  best  food  for 
infants,  and  other  methods  of  feeding  should  not  be  resorted  to  unless 
there  are  special  reasons  for  doing  so. 

The  total  visits  paid  to  babies  in  their  homes  amounted  to  8,222. 
Of  these  119  visits  were  paid  to  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and  5 
visits  were  for  the  investigation  of  Still-Births. 


Children  Acts,  1908  and  1932. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  is  responsible  for  the 
administration  of  Part  I  of  the  Children  Act,  1908,  as  amended  by  Part 
V  of  the  Children  and  Young  Persons’  Act,  1932. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  for 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  the  General  Superintendent  for  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  and  two  Health  Visitors  hold  the  appointment  of 
Infant  Life  Protection  Visitors. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  18  foster  parents  and  19 
children  on  the  register,  whilst  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  16 
foster  parents  and  17  children  on  the  register. 

168  visits  were  paid  to  the  homes  with  a  view  to  supervising  the 
proper  nursing  and  maintenance,  or  to  give  any  advice  as  to  the  nursing 
and  maintenance  of  these  children. 

There  were  no  proceedings  taken  against  any  foster  parent  during 

1934- 
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Midwives. 

Six  midwives  were  employed  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Department  on  district  midwifery  during  1934.  These  are  housed  in 
different  parts  of  the  City  according  to  the  needs  of  the  inhabitants. 
Four  other  midwives  are  on  the  Staff  of  the  Maternity  Home. 

Two  midwives  were  in  private  practice  in  the  City  during  1934. 


Municipal  District  Midwifery  Service. 

The  extended  Municipal  Midwifery  Service  continued  to  work 
satisfactorily  during  the  year,  and  was  fully  described  in  my  Report  for 
1932. 

The  District  Midwives  attended  431  women  during  their  confinements, 
339  of  which  were  conducted  solely  by  the  Midwives.  In  43  instances  a 
Doctor  was  also  present  and  in  49  cases  the  baby  was  born  before  the 
arrival  of  the  Midwife. 

The  District  Midwives  summoned  medical  aid  on  170  occasions, 
31  of  these  were  on  account  of  complications  during  the  ante-natal 
period  ;  34  were  on  account  of  difficulties  or  complications  occurring  during 
the  delivery  ;  77  as  a  result  of  complications  during  the  puerperium  and 
28  because  of  complications  occurring  in  the  new-born  babies. 

One  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  29  mis-carriages  and  8 
still-births  occurred  in  the  practice  of  the  District  Midwives  and  6  babies 
died  within  10  days  of  birth  as  the  result  of  prematurity  or  other  causes. 


Ante-Natal  Clinics. 

359  mothers  (310  expectant  and  49  post-natal  cases)  made  1,635 
attendances  at  the  Ante-Natal  Cdinic  during  the  year.  Of  these  234 
had  booked  beds  in  the  Maternity  Home  for  their  confinement,  and 
76  engaged  the  Municipal  District  Midwives.  In  addition,  266  ante¬ 
natal  and  178  post-natal  examinations  were  carried  out  by  medical 
practitioners  under  the  extended  Maternity  Scheme. 

Of  the  713  women  whose  confinements  took  place  in  the  Maternity 
Home  and  under  the  Municipal  District  Midwifery  Scheme,  310  had 
previous  ante-natal  care  at  the  Clinic  and  most  of  the  remaining  403 
cases  received  ante-natal  care  from  private  practitioners  or  District 
Midwives. 

In  addition  to  the  ante-natal  supervision  carried  out  at  the  Clinic, 
the  Municipal  Midwives  made  2,238  visits  to  expectant  mothers,  and  258 
visits  to  post-natal  cases  in  their  homes. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  time  every  pregnant  woman  in  the  City  will 
receive  ante  and  post-natal  care  to  ensure  a  safe  confinement. 


Orthopaedic  Treatment  of  Children  under  5  years  of  age. 

The  details  of  the  scheme  were  given  in  my  report  for  1930. 

During  1934,  26  children  under  5  years  of  age  were  seen  by  the 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon  and  they  made  182  attendances  at  the  Orthopaedic 
Clinic.  3  cases,  excepting  Tuberculous  cases,  were  referred  to  the  County 
Hospital  for  in-patient  treatment.  Two  X-ray  Examinations  were  carried 
out  at  the  City  Hospital  in  connection  with  the  Orthopaedic  work. 


Maternity  Home. 

During  the  year  282  cases  were  admitted,  out  of  which  68  were  cases 
from  Outside  Areas.  The  total  number  of  cases  admitted  during  the 
previous  year  was  276. 

Patients  admitted  to  the  Maternity  Home  have  free  choice  to  engage 
their  own  private  doctors  to  attend  them. 

Two  Consultants  are  available  for  major  surgical  operations  such  as 
Caesarian  Section. 

There  were  272  lying-in  cases  delivered,  208  by  midwives  and  64 
by  doctors.  The  remainder  were  ante-natal  or  post-natal  cases  requiring 
treatment. 

Medical  aid  was  sought  by  midwifery  staff  on  154  occasions  (on  52 
occasions  for  conditions  arising  during  the  ante-natal  period,  on  39 
occasions  for  conditions  arising  during  labour,  on  50  occasions  for  con¬ 
ditions  supervening  labour  and  on  13  occasions  for  various  conditions 
occurring  in  the  newly-born  infants). 

There  occurred  within  the  Maternity  Home  5  mis-carriages  and  20 
still-births  and  7  babies  died  within  10  days  of  birth. 

One  Lincoln  mother  died  in  the  Maternity  Home.  Death  occurred 
four  days  after  the  birth  of  the  child  and  the  cause  of  death  as  certified 
was  Caesarean  Section  and  feeble  heart. 

No  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  occurred  in  the  Maternity 
Home. 

The  provision  of  an  up-to-date  Maternity  Home  was  considered  during 
the  year  as  the  present  building  is  not  very  satisfactory  and  this  matter 
is  still  under  consideration.  I  hope  that  more  suitable  accommodation 
will  be  provided  in  the  near  future. 
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Maternal  Mortality. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  continued  to  investigate  maternal 
deaths  occurring  in  the  City.  In  each  case  the  co-operation  of  the  medical 
practitioner  in  the  case  was  invited  and  the  enquiry  form  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  was  completed  and  forwarded  to  the  Ministry. 

There  were  4  deaths  of  mothers  belonging  to  the  City  during  the  year. 
This  gives  a  total  maternal  mortality  rate  of  4.7  per  1,000  total  live  and 
still  births  for  the  whole  City  compared  with  a  rate  of  4.41  for  England 
and  Wales.

A  graph  showing  maternal  mortality  rates  for  the  last  10  years  is 
appended  on  page  53.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  maternal  mortality  rate 
was  above  5  per  1,000  births  during  4  years,  i.e.,  1926,  1930,  1932  and 
1933,  and  it  was  below  5  per  1,000  births  during  6  years,  i.e.,  1925,  1927, 
1928,  1929,  1931  and  1934. 

During  1934,  the  whole  question  of  maternal  mortality  in  the  City 
was  given  consideration  and  is  still  receiving  careful  consideration  by  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee,  who  also  appointed  a  special 
Sub-Committee  for  this  purpose. 

In  considering  the  prevention  of  maternal  mortality,  there  are  several 
factors  to  be  taken  into  account.  The  chief  of  these  are  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Adequate  supervision  of  pregnancy. 

For  this  purpose  every  pregnant  woman  should  be  under  the  care  of  a 
medical  practitioner  and  a  fully  qualified  midwife  from  an  early  period 
during  pregnancy,  and  a  handywoman  should  never  be  employed  as  a 
maternity  nurse. 

(b)  Nutrition. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  poverty  and  unemployment  are  likely  to  have 
an  adverse  effect  on  the  nutrition  of  the  expectant  mother  and  thus  her 
chances  of  going  through  the  physiological  function  of  pregnancy  success¬ 
fully  would  be  diminished.  It  should  be  better  known  that  the  nutrition 
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of  a  pregnant  woman  is  of  great  importance  and  that  she  should  have 
available  a  diet  which  includes  milk,  cheese,  butter,  eggs,  fish,  liver,  fruit 
and  fresh  vegetables  as  this  diet  will  supply  her  with  the  essential  elements 
without  overloading  her  organs  of  excretion. 


(c)  Housing  conditions. 

It  is  well-known  that  persons  living  in  insanitary  houses  or  over¬ 
crowded  conditions  are  generally  in  a  lower  state  of  health  and  thus  their 
powers  of  resistance  to  disease  and  of  recuperation  after  disease  are  of  a 
low  character.  For  this  reason  due  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  en¬ 
vironmental  conditions  of  pregnant  women. 

j 

(d)  All  factors  that  would  affect  the  health  of  the  pregnant  women 
adversely,  such  as  the  incidence  of  an)/  disease,  the  presence  of  any  ab¬ 
normalities,  worry,  anxiety,  etc.,  should  receive  careful  attention  in  con¬ 
sidering  the  welfare  of  pregnant  women.  In  this  the  co-operation  of  the 
pregnant  women  themselves  is  of  the  utmost  importance. 

The  following  is  a  short  description  of  the  Corporation’s  existing 
Maternity  service  : — 

(a)  A  pregnant  woman  engages  a  Municipal  Midwife,  and  at  the 
time  of  booking,  tells  the  midwife  the  name  of  her  doctor,  or  which  doctor 
she  wishes  to  attend  her.  (The  patient  has,  of  course,  absolutely  free 
choice  of  doctor). 

(b)  The  midwife,  jointly  with  the  doctor,  is  responsible  for  the 
ante-natal  and  post  natal  care  of  the  patient.  The  patient  can  be 
examined  ante-natally  either  at  the  Clinic  by  the  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  or  by  her  own  doctor, 
or  in  the  examination  rooms  of  the  Municipal  Midwives’  houses  or  in  the 
patients’  own  homes.  Cases  are  also  referred  to  the  Clinic  by  doctors 
and  midwives  for  an  opinion. 

(c)  The  doctor  makes  a  post-natal  examination  of  the  patient  at  a 
time  arranged  with  the  midwife.  If  any  abnormality  arises  during  the 
puerperium  the  midwife  calls  in  the  doctor  immediately. 

(d)  The  woman  is  attended  by  a  certified  Municipal  Midwife  during 
labour  and  the  puerperal  period. 

(e)  The  doctor  chosen  by  the  patient  attends  during  pregnancy, 
labour  and  the  puerperal  period  when  his  attendance  is  requested  by  the 
midwife,  or  when  as  a  result  of  his  ante-natal  examination  or  examinations 
the  doctor  has  declared  his  personal  attendance  to  be  necessary. 

(f)  If  it  is  found  desirable  or  necessary  to  remove  the  patient  to  the 
Maternity  Home  for  the  treatment  of  any  ante-natal  abnormality,  or 
for  the  confinement,  or  for  any  post-natal  abnormality,  the  same  doctor 
is  responsible  for  the  medical  care  of  the  patient  in  the  Maternity  Home. 

(g)  The  services  of  a  Consultant  are  available  at  any  time  if 
necessary. 


(h)  Provision  is  made  through  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  for  the 
supply  of  sterilised  maternity  outfits  for  the  patients  whenever  necessary, 
home  helps  for  domestic  assistance  when  necessary,  and  milk  and  other 
foods  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers. 

(i)  A  dental  clinic  is  held  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  where  the 
teeth  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under  the  age  of 
5  years  receive  attention. 

(j)  Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  housing  conditions  of  the  patients. 

As  regards  the  maternity  services  in  the  City  as  a  whole,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  suggestions  are  under  consideration  : — 

(i)  The  number  of  Consultants  to  the  Maternity  Home  should  be 

increased  to  four. 

(ii)  The  services  of  a  medical  practitioner  and  a  qualified  midwife 

should  be  available  for  all  confinements  in  the  City  and  this 
should  be  ensured  by  co-operation  between  the  practitioners 
and  the  Council. 

(iii)  A  scheme  for  the  voluntary  notification  of  pregnancy  should  be 

adopted  in  order,  in  every  case,  to  : — 

(a)  Secure  as  far  as  possible  that  the  services  of  both  a  medical 
practitioner  and  a  trained  midwife  are  available. 

(b)  Ascertain  whether  the  home  conditions  are  satisfactory  for  the 
confinement. 

(c)  Ascertain  whether  extra  nourishment  or  help  in  the  home  is 
required. 

(d)  Arrange  for  consultations  if  required  by  the  medical  practitioners. 

(iv)  A  qualified  midwife  should  be  appointed  in  the  Department  as  a 

maternity  nurse  to  meet  the  requirements  of  patients  who  do 
not  wish  to  be  admitted  to  the  Maternity  Home,  but  who  desire 
to  have  and  can  afford  to  pay  for  continuous  attention  by  a 
qualified  midwife. 

(v)  Attention  should  be  drawn  by  propaganda  to  the  desirability 

of  ante  and  post-natal  care. 

(vi)  Co-operation  should  be  effected  with  the  Education  Committee 

in  the  teaching  of  mothercraft  in  schools. 


Inspection  of  Midwives. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  Inspector  of  Midwives. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  visits  of  inspection  paid  numbered  ii 

The  General  Superintendent  of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  assists 
in  the  supervision  of  the  work  of  the  Municipal  Midwives. 
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Pupil  Midwives. 

During  the  year  12  pupils  entered  for  the  Examination  of  the  Central 
Midwives’  Board,  and  9  were  successful. 

The  General  Superintendent  is  the  recognised  teacher  of  practical 
midwifery.  A  course  of  lectures  on  midwifery  is  given  to  the  pupils  by 
the  recognised  lecturer  (Dr.  Wells  Cole),  and  practical  instruction  in 
ante-natal  and  post-natal  care  and  venereal  diseases  is  given  by  the 
Assistant  Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer. 

Dental  Treatment  of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Patients. 

89  mothers  and  245  children  received  treatment  at  the  Special 
Dental  Clinic,  which  is  held  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre. 

Arrangements  for  dental  treatment  of  patients  coming  under  the 
care  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  were  extended  during 
the  year.  The  details  of  the  scheme  are  given  on  page  11. 

The  treatment  of  defective  and  septic  teeth  in  the  case  of  pregnant 
and  nursing  mothers,  combined  with  general  hygiene  of  the  mouth,  is  of 
the  utmost  importance. 

Methods  of  Feeding  Babies. 

Of  798  babies  seen  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  for  the  first  time 
during  1934,  344  were  being  breast  fed  ;  48  babies  were  partly  breast 
fed  and  partly  artificially  fed  ;  223  were  being  fed  entirely  artificially 
and  183  were  children  over  one  year  of  age  who  were  on  a  varied  diet. 
The  majority  of  the  infants  were  being  fed  at  regular  hours. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Three  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  all  of  which  were  treated 
at  their  homes  by  the  Health  Visitors.  The  vision  was  unimpaired  in 
each  case. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Pyrexia. 

Five  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  were  notified  during  1934.  Three 
cases  received  treatment  in  the  City  Hospital  and  one  in  the  County 
Hospital.  One  patient  died  at  home. 

Five  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified  during  the  year,  two 
of  which  were  removed  to  the  City  Hospital 

There  were  no  deaths. 

Light  Clinic. 

This  Clinic  was  established  in  October,  1931  and  has  been  of  much 
use  in  the  treatment  of  various  diseases. 

The  chief  conditions  treated  were  Rickets,  Debility,  Anaemia,  Cervical 
Glands,  etc.

Of  the  336  patients  treated  12 1  were  much  improved  or  cured  ; 
106  were  definitely  improved  ;  45  showed  little  improvement  and  64  did 
not  complete  the  course. 


Birth  Control  Clinic. 

At  this  Clinic  advice  is  given  to  married  women  in  whose  case  a 
future  pregnancy  would  be  injurious  to  their  health,  in  accordance  with 
Memorandum  153  M.C.W.  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

A  Clinic  was  held  once  a  fortnight  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre 
during  1034. 

50  patients  received  advice  on  Birth  Control  and  they  made  164 
attendances,  as  compared  with  32  patients  who  made  109  attendances 
in  the  previous  year. 

Day  Nurseries. 

A  Nursery  School,  which  was  commenced  by  a  Voluntary  Associa¬ 
tion  in  January,  1932,  provides  accommodation  for  40  children  and  during 
the  year  the  children  made  6,845  attendances. 

I  hope  that  there  will  be  an  extension  of  Nursery  Schools  in  the  City. 

Home  Helps. 

Nine  Home  Helps  (4  permanent  and  5  emergency)  were  retained  by 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department  during  1934.  Their 
services  in  private  houses  were  made  use  of  in  48  cases.  The  total  cost 
of  the  services  rendered  by  Home  Helps  was  £145  3s.  iod.  The  greater 
part  of  this  amount  was  recovered  from  the  patients.  The  work  of  the 
Home  Helps  is  supervised  by  the  District  Midwives  in  charge  of  the 
cases. 

The  Home  Help  service  supplies  a  great  need  to  the  community, 
and  is  of  much  benefit  to  the  mothers.
